Washington , Aug. 19 .—One of the 
points on which the officia ls a re with­ 
out definite informa tion is a s to the ex­ 
tent of onr present a uthority in the 
Philippines. 
Under the pea ce protocol 
the United Sta tes wa s given the occu­ 
pa tion of ^ Ma nila , with the ba y a nd 
ha rbor, until a perma nent dispositioii 
of the Philippine*question wa s rea ched. 
But a ccording 
to 
press dispa tches, 
which a re so circumsta ntia l a s to be 
credited in most officia l circles. Genera l 
Merritt a nd^ Admira l Dewey received 
the ca pitula tion of the entire Philip­ 
pines a rchipela go. 
There a ppea rs to be 
some doubt therefore even a mong offi­ 
cia ls a s to whether our present a uthor­ 
ity or jurisdiction covers Ma nila only, 
a s provided by the pea ce protocol, or 
covers a ll the Philippines, a s provided 
by the reported terms of ca pitula tion to 
Merritt a nd Dewey. 
There is a dispo- 
hition to a wa it fuller officia l iutorma - 
tioii before la ying down a policy a s to 
tiiti extent of our jurisdiction in the 
ibla iiiis. Secreta ry Alger sa id tha t he 
La d hea rd nothing officia l of the sur- 
rendi r of the entire Philippine group. 
At the sa me time the secreta ry did not 
discredit the a ccura cy of the press a d­ 
vices sta ting tha t the ca pitula tion ha d 
this fa rrea chiug effect. 
Pending more definite informa tion, 
the a ttitude^of officia ls is to a ssume 
tha t our a uthority covers Ma uila city, 
Ma mla ba y a na ha rbor a nd a lso such 
other territory a s ma y be occupied by 
the milita ry a ud na va l forces. 
The la t­ 
ter phra se is ela stic enough to cover a ny 
or a il of the Philippine isla nds tha t ma y 
ha ve been brought under our a uthority 
by the recent surrender. 
The instruc- 
tious sent to Genera l Merritt ha ve in 
view the expa nsion of our possessions 
beyond the terms mentioned in the pro­ 
tocol, a s they distinctly sta te tha t this 
government is in possession of Ma nila 
a nd tha t its a uthority to preserve pea ce 
a nd order will be exerted “ within the 
territory occupied by their milita ry a ud 
na va l forces. ” 
The ca binet meeting to­ 
da y is expected to dea l with the ma ny 
deta iietl questions concerning the Phil­ 
ippine*, Unba a nd Porto Rico, which 
ha ve a risen since the pea ce protocol wa s 
feigned. 
The wa r depa rtment ma de public yes­ 
terda y the instructions sent to Genera l 
Mern,tt, a s follows:

Under the peace protocol 
the United States was given the occu­ 
pation of Manila, with the bay and 
harbor, until a permanent disposition 
of the Philippine*question was reached. 
But according to press dispatches, 
which are so circumstantial as to be 
credited in most official circles, General 
Merritt and^ Admiral Dewey received 
the capitulation of the entire Philip­ 
pines archipelago. There appears to be 
^oiue doubt therefore even among offi­ 
cials as to whether oar present author­ 
ity or jurisdiction covers Manila only, 
as provided by the peace protocol, or 
covers all the Philippines, as provided 
by the reported terms of capitulation to 
Merritt aud Dewey. There is a dispo­ 
sition to await fuller official informa­ 
tion before laying down a policy as to 
the extent of our jurisdiction in the 
islands. Secretary Alger said: that he 
bud heard nothing official of the sur- 
render of the entire Philippine group. 
At the same time the secretary did not 
discredit the accuracy of the press ad­ 
vices stating that the capitulation had 
this farreaching effect. 
Pending more definite information, 
the a ttitu d e ^ officials is to assume 
that our authority covers Mauila city, 
Manila bay ana harbor and also such 
other territory as may be occupied by 
the military and naval forces. The lat­ 
ter phrase is elastic enough to cover any 
or ail of the Philippine islands that may 
have been brought under our authority 
by the recent surrender. The instruc­ 
tions sent to General Merritt have in 
view the expansion of our possessions 
beyond the terms mentioned in the pro­ 
tocol, as they distinctly state that this 
government is in possession of Manila 
and that its authority to preserve peace 
and order will be exerted “within the 
territory occupied by their military and 
naval forces. ’* The cabinet meeting to­ 
day is expected to deal with the many 
detailed questions concerning the Phil 
ippmes, Du ba and Porto Rico, which 
have arisen sinoe the peace protocol was 
signed.

There is a dispo- 
hi til in to await fuller official informa­ 
tion before laying down a policy as to 
the extent of our jurisdiction in the 
islands. Secretary Alger said that he 
bad heard nothing official of the sur­ 
render of the entire Philippine group. 
At the same time the secretary did not 
discredit the accuracy of the press ad­ 
vices stating that the capitulation had 
this farreaching effect. 
Pending more definite information, 
the attitude^! officials is to assume 
that our authority covers Mauila city, 
Manila bay ana harbor aud also such 
other territory as may be occupied by 
the military and naval forces.

An Armintl« « Mont B« In W riting and 
Duly R a tified by the C ontending Nation« ’ 
H ighest Aiithoritien—Once Signtd, It 1« 
B inding and Motive« Have No W eight. 


An armistice is a cessation of h ostili­ 
ties for a certain prescribe<i period to 
be agreed ujnm by th e belligerents. An 
armistice most be set down in writing 
and properly and duly ratified by th e 
h igh est auth orities of th e nations at 
war. In case of an armistice between 
th e United States and Spain th e signers 
of th e agreement would be President 
McKinley and th e little boy in Madrid, 
or perh aps h is moth er, th e unh appy 
regent. 
Th ere are, h owever, different 
kinds of armistice. If one be declared 
with out conditions, it is binding no 
furth er th an to req uire and demand a 
complete cessation of all h ostile action 
along th e bittle front of both belliger­ 
ents. 
If th ere be conditions, it is de 
dared in th e unw ritten statutes of in 
ternational law th at th ese comlitions 
must be dearly and definitely ex pressed 
in th e agreement, and it must be under­ 
stood in advance th at both parties to 
th e armistice fully compreh end all th e 
terms attach ed to th e agreement. Th ese 
conditions, no m atter wh at th ey may 
involve, must be religiously and scrupn- 
lonsly adh ered to on both sides, and th e 
sJigbtest violation means th at civilized 
nations will no longer recognize th e 
offender as one of th em. 
An armistice may be declared null 
and void by eith er party to its terms at 
any time a violation of its conditions 
h as become palpable. 
Th e instant it is 
declared and proved th at an act forbid­ 
den in th e agreement h as been commit­ 
ted th e offending nation is at th e mercy 
of its foe, and in all cases wh ere such a 
violation h as been noted it also h as been 
noted th at th e criminal was taken at a 
disadvantage and crush ed 
before it 
could strike an effective blow to back 
up its treach ery . An armistice may also 
be general and valid for all points and 
lines of th e belligerent nations, or an 
armistice may be declared special, or 
referring to certain localities and cer­ 
tain portions of th e contending armies. 
An armistice may be entered into for a 
definite or stated time, or it may be a r­ 
ranged for an indefinite period. In th e 
last case eith er side is at liberty to re­ 
sume h ostilities after h aving given no­ 
tice to its foe, th e form and manner and 
scope of such notice h aving of course 
been noted in th e signed agreement en­ 
tered into before war ceased. 
Th e ch aracter of an armistice is in no 
way affected by th e motives wh ich 
bring abont th e cessation of h ostilities. 
No m atter wh eth er th e trace is effected 
as a preliminary to permanent peace or 
as a breath ing spell, daring wh ich q uiet 
preparations be made for a revival of 
war on a more th orough and telling 
basis, th e armistice h as th e same force 
and is to be as religiously recognized. 
An armistice is binding, once signed, 
and motives are of no conseq uence. Th e 
truce is effective upon th e belligerents 
from th e h our of th e agreed beginning 
of it. Officers in th e field are bound by 
its terms from th e time th ey receive ofti- 
oial information of its ex istence. 
Th e contracting pcswers to an armis­ 
tice must declare in th e draft of th eir 
truce wh at communication sh all be h eld 
between th e armies and also wh at in­ 
tercourse of traffic or business sh all be 
permitted between persons wh o inh abit 
or occupy th e land on wh ich th e sol­ 
diers of both sides are encamped. If no 
intercourse wh atever is to be allowed, 
th is fact must be noted in th e armistice 
agreement and strictly lived up to. If 
noth ing of th is nature is mentioned in 
th e paper, th e intercourse between th e 
armies will remain suspended as during 
actual h ostilities. 
Wh en an armistice, 
h owever, h as been concluded between 
any fortified place and th e enemy en­ 
gaged in besieging it, it is agreed by all 
th e auth orities on international law 
th at th e besieging army must at once 
put a stop to all ex tension, perfection 
or advance of h is attacking works, just 
as much as h e must cease making sorties 
or oth er attacks by main force. On th e 
oth er h and, martial jurists are not 
agreed on th e point as to wh eth er th e 
besieged 
h ave th e righ t to 
repair 
breach es or to erect new works of de­ 
fense w ith in th e beleaguered place. It 
is th e custom in th is instance for ar| ex ­ 
press agreement to be entered into wh en 
th e armistice is signed. 
As soon as a capitulation is signed th e 
commander wh o surrenders h as no righ t 
to demolish , destroy or in any way in­ 
jure th e fortifications, bnildings, arms, 
ammunition or stores in h is possession 
during th e time wh ich elapses between 
th e signing of th e surrender and its ex ­ 
ecution unless it is specifically noted in 
th e terms th at h e is at liberty to do as 
h e pleases with w h at is in h is posse­ 
sion. Th is point is made as a connection 
between th e action of a besieged officer 
and an armistice, and some men wh o 
know all about warfare h old th at if it 
is unlawful to destroy after a surrender 
it is th erefore eq ually as criminal to re­ 
pair broken forts during an armistice. 
Wh en an armistice is broken by eith er 
party to its terms, th e oth er side is re­ 
leased on th e spot from all obligations 
to observe i t 
Plenipotentiaries may 
meet to discuss a peace treaty with out 
a preliminary arm istica 
Wh en th is is 
th o case, th e war is carried on with out 
th e least sign of cei^ation. 
Th e usual 


rule, however, is lor tne belJigerentH to 
conclude a truce while the messengers 
of thi' T u l or s are in session, endeavoring 
to reach an agreement which shall end 
tlie war.—Owen Oliver in Chicago 
Times-Herald.

An armistice is a cessation of hostili­ 
ties for a certain prescribed period to 
be agreed upon by the belligerents. An 
armistice must be set down in writing 
and properly and duly ratified by the 
highest authorities of the nations at 
war. In case of an armistice between 
the United States and Spain the signers 
of the agreement would be President 
McKinley and the little boy in Madrid, 
or perhaps his mother, the unhappy 
regent There are, however, different 
kinds of armistice. If one be declared 
without conditions, it is binding no 
further than to require and demand a 
complete cessation of all hostile action 
along the bittie front of both belliger­ 
ents. If there be conditions, it is de­ 
clared in the unwritten statutes of in­ 
ternational law that these conditions 
mnst be clearly and definitely expressed 
in the agreement, and it must be under­ 
stood in advance that both parties to 
the armistice fully comprehend all the 
terms attached to the agreement. These 
conditions, no matter what they may 
involve, mnst be religiously and scrupu­ 
lously adhered to on both sides, and the 
slightest violation means that civilized 
nations will no longer recognize the 
offender as one of them. 
An armistice may be declared null 
and void by either party to its terms at 
any time a violation of its conditions 
has become palpable. The instant it is 
declared and proved that an act forbid­ 
den in the agreement has been commit­ 
ted the offending nation is at the mercy 
of its foe, and in all cases where such a 
violation has been noted it also has been 
noted that the criminal was taken at a 
disadvantage and crushed before it 
could strike an effective blow to back 
up its treachery. An armistice may also 
be general and valid for all points and 
lines of the belligerent nations, or an 
armistice may be declared special, or 
referring to certain localities and cer­ 
tain portions of the contending armies. 
An armistice may be entered into for a 
definite or stated time, or it may be ar­ 
ranged for an indefinite period. In the 
last case either side is at liberty to re­ 
sume hostilities after having given no­ 
tice to its foe, the form and manner and 
soope of such notice having of course 
been noted in the signed agreement en­ 
tered into before war ceased. 
The character of an armistice is in no 
way affected by the motives which 
bring about the cessation of hostilities. 
No matter whether the truce is effected 
as a preliminary to permanent peace or 
as a breathing spell, during which quiet 
preparations be made for a revival of 
war on a more thorough and telling 
basis, the armistice bas the same force 
and is to be as religiously recognized. 
An armistice is binding, onoe signed, 
and motives are of no consequence. The 
trace is effective upon the belligerents 
from the hour of the agreed beginning 
of it. Officers in the field are bound by 
its terms from the time they receive offi­ 
cial information of its existence. 
The contracting powers to an armis­ 
tice must declare in the draft of their 
truoe what communication shall be held 
between the armies and also what in­ 
tercourse of traffic or business shall be 
permitted between persons who inhabit 
or occupy the land on which the sol 
diers of both sides are encamped. If no 
intercourse whatever is to be allowed, 
this fact must be noted in the armistice 
agreement and strictly lived up to. If 
nothing of this nature is mentioned in 
the paper, the intercourse between the 
armies will remain suspended as during 
actual hostilities. 
When an armistice, 
however, has been concluded between 
any fortified place and the enemy en 
gaged in besieging it, it is agreed by ail 
the authorities on international law 
that the besieging army must at once 
put a stop to all extension, perfection 
or advance of his attacking works, just 
as much as he must cease making sorties 
or other attacks by main force. On the 
other hand, martial jurists are not 
agreed on the point as to whether the 
besieged have the right to 
repair 
breaches or to erect new works of de­ 
fense within the beleaguered place. It 
is the custom in this instance for aq ex­ 
press agreement to be entered into when 
the armistice is signed. 
As soon as a capitulation is signed the 
commander who surrenders has no right 
to demolish, destroy or in any way in­ 
jure the fortifications, buildings, arms, 
ammunition or stores in his possession 
during the time which elapses between 
the signing of the surrender and its ex­ 
ecution unless it is specifically noted in 
the terms that he is at liberty to do as 
he pleases with what is in his posses­ 
sion. This point is made aa a connection 
between the action 
a besieged officer 
and an armistice, and some men who 
know all about warfare hold that if it 
is unlawful to destroy after a surrender 
it is therefore equally as criminal to re­ 
pair broken forts during an armistice. 
When an armistice is broken by either 
party to its terms, the other side is re­ 
leased on the 8pot from all obligations 
to observe i t 
Plenipotentiaries may 
meet to discuss a peaoe treaty without 
a preliminary armistice. 
When this is 
tho case, the war Is carried on without 
the least sign of cessation. The usual

W a sh in g to n, Aug. 19.— The condi­ 
tions at Santiago are causing a great 
deal of uneasiness, aud it is believed 
that more troops will be ordered there 
very soon. Already orders have been 
issued directing the Fifth regular in­ 
fantry, now at Tampa, to proceed at 
once to Santiago. Inquiries have been 
made ae to the condition of the immune 
regiments which have not yet sailed, 
with a view of sending them to Santi­ 
ago. 
The government intends to take 
vigorous measures to preserve the peace 
and keep order in Santiago and the ter­ 
ritory Under United States control. The 
emphatic order issued to General Law­ 
ton a few days ago will be followed by 
orders sending sufficient disciplined 
troops to enable him to carry out the in­ 
structions of the secretary. 
As a further step in this direction, 
the president yesterday directed that 
the Twenty-third Kansas regiment, col­ 
ored, be dispatched to Santiago to form 
part of the army of occupation OC Cuba. 
It was decided also to send the Twenti­ 
eth Kansas to Manila should additional 
troops be asked for by General Merritt. 
The Twentieth is now at San Fran­ 
cisco.

An arm istice is a cessation of hostili­ 
ties for a certain prescribed period to 
be agreed upon by the belligerents. An 
arm istice m ust be set down in w riting 
arid properly and duly ratified by the 
highest authorities of the nations at 
war. 
In case of an arm istice between 
the U nited States and Spain the signers 
of the agreem ent w oald be President 
M cKinley and the little boy in Madrid, 
or perhaps his mother, the unhappy 
regent 
There are, however, different 
kinds of arm istice. 
If one be declared 
w ithout conditions, it is binding no 
farther than to require and demand a 
complete cessation of all hostile action 
along the battle front of both belliger­ 
ents. 
If there be conditions, it is de 
dared in the unw ritten statute* of in 
ternational law th at these coml it ions 
m ast be clearly and definitely expressed 
in the agreement, and it m ust be under­ 
stood in advance th at both parties to 
the arm istice fully comprehend all the 
terms attached to the agreement. These 
conditions, no m atter w hat they may 
involve, m ust be religiously and scrupu 
lously adhered to on both sides, and the 
slightest violation means th at civilized 
nations w ill no longer recognize the 
offender as one of them. 
An arm istice may be declared null 
and void by either party to its term s at 
any tim e a violation of its conditions 
has become palpable. 
The instant it is 
declared and proved th at an act forbid­ 
den in the agreem ent has been com m it­ 
ted the offending nation is a t the mercy 
of its foe, and in all cases where such a 
violation has been noted it also has been 
noted th at the crim inal was taken at a 
disadvantage and crushed 
before it 
could strike an effective blow to back 
up its treachery. An arm istice may also 
be general and valid for all points and 
lines of the belligerent nations, or an 
arm istice may be declared special, or 
referring to certain localities and cer­ 
tain portions of the contending armies. 
An arm istice m ay be entered into for a 
definite or stated time, or it may be a r ­ 
ranged for an indefinite period. In the 
last case either side is at liberty to re­ 
sume hostilities after having given no­ 
tice to its foe, the form and m anner and 
soope of such notice having of course 
been noted in the signed agreement en­ 
tered into before w ar ceased. 
The character of an arm istice is in no 
way affected by the motives which 
bring about the cessation of hostilities. 
No m atter w hether the trace is effected 
as a prelim inary to perm anent peace or 
as a breathing spell, during which quiet 
preparations be made for a revival of 
w ar on a more thorough and telling 
basis, the arm istice has the same force 
and is to be as religiously recognized. 
An arm istice is binding, once signed, 
and motives are of no consequence. The 
trace is effective upon the belligerents 
from the hour of the agreed beginning 
of it. Officers in the field are bound by 
its terms from the tim e they receive offi­ 
cial inform ation of its existence. 
The contracting powers to an arm is­ 
tice m ast declare in the draft of their 
trace w hat communication shall be held 
between the arm ies and also w hat in­ 
tercourse of traffic or business shall be 
perm itted between persons who inhabit 
or occupy the land on which the sol­ 
diers of both sides are encamped. If no 
intercourse whatever is to be allowed, 
this fact m ust be noted in the arm istice 
agreement and strictly lived up to. If 
nothing of this nature is m entioned in 
the paper, the intercourse between the 
arm ies w ill rem ain suspended as daring 
actual hostilities. 
When an armistice, 
aowever, has been concluded between 
any fortified place and the enemy en­ 
gaged in besieging it, it is agreed by all 
the authorities on international law 
that the besieging arm y m ust at once 
put a stop to all extension, perfection 
or advance of his attacking works, just 
as much as he m ust cease making sorties 
or other attacks by m ain force. 
On the 
other hand, m artial jurists are not 
agreed on the point as to w hether the 
besieged 
have the right to 
repair 
breaches or to erect new works of de­ 
fense w ithin the beleaguered place. 
It 
is the custom in this instance for aq ex­ 
press agreement to be entered into when 
the arm istice is signed. 
As soon as a capitulation is signed the 
commander who surrenders has no right 
to demolish, destroy or in any way in­ 
jure the fortifications, buildings, arms, 
am m unition or stores in his possession 
during the tim e w hich elapses between 
the signing of the surrender and its ex­ 
ecution unless it is specifically noted in 
the terms that he is a t liberty to do as 
he pleases w ith w hat is in his posses­ 
sion. This point is made as a connection 
between the action of a besieged officer 
and an arm istice, and some men who 
know all about w arfare hold that if it 
is unlaw ful to destroy after a surrender 
it is therefore equally as crim inal to re­ 
pair broken forts during an armistice. 
When an arm istice is broken by either 
party to its terms, the other side is re­ 
leased on the spot from all obligations 
to observe it. 
Plenipotentiaries may 
meet to discuss a peace treaty w ithout 
a prelim inary arm istice. 
When this is 
tho case, the w ar is carried on w ithout 
the least sign of cessation. 
The usual 


rule, however, is tor tne belligerents to 
conclude a truce while the messengers 
of the rulers are in session, endeavoring 
to reach an agreement which shall end 
the w ar.—Owen Oliver in Chicago 
Times-Herald.

W ashington, Aug. 19.—The condi­ 
tions at Santiago are causing a great 
deal of uneasiness, and it is believed 
that more troops will be ordered there 
very soon. 
Already orders have been 
issued directing the Fifth regular in­ 
fantry, now at Tampa, to proceed at 
once to Santiago. 
Inquiries have been 
made as to the condition of the immune 
regim ents which have not yet sailed, 
w ith a view of sending them to Santi­ 
ago. 
The governm ent intends to take 
vigorous measures to preserve the peace 
aud keep order in Santiago and the ter­ 
ritory under United States control. The 
emphatic order issued to General Law ­ 
ton a few days ago will be followed by 
orders 
sending sufficient disciplined 
troops to enable him to carry out the in ­ 
structions of the secretary. 
As a farth er step in this direction, 
the president yesterday directed that 
the Tw enty-third Kansas regim ent, col­ 
ored, be dispatched to Santiago to form 
part of the arm y of occupation of Cuba. 
It was decided also to send the Tw enti­ 
eth Kansas to Manila should additional 
troops be asked for by General M erritt. 
The Tw entieth is now at San F ran ­ 
cisco.

Descended from 
horses brought from Mexico, they have 
become much sm aller,j^hile they are 
also much more shapely , in fact, I have 
never seen a better looking breed. There 
is nothing of the pony in their shape, 
though in size they range between 48 and 
52 inches. 
At first it looked absurd to 
see them ridden by big men whose stir­ 
rups bung down to the horses’ knees, 
but I soon found out that they easily 
carried a rider weighing 200 pounds. 
The foreigners have a jockey club, 
which bolds two meetings a y ear at the 
beautiful turf track at Santa Mesa. 
To 
avoid sharp practice members of the 
club only are eligible to ride.

at 132 pounds and rising to 154 pounds.

Th« annual session of the Pittsburg 
synod of the Lutheran church will be 
held in this city this year. . The session 
Will open Wednesday morning. Aug. 81, 
and will last one week. The opening 
sermon will be delivered by Rev. A. L. 
Yount, of Greensburg. Pa. 
A feature of the meeting will be the 
presentation of the president’s annual 
report which will contain a review of 
the work done in the bounds of the 
synod during the year now closing. 
Several candidates will be ordained to 
the ministry during the second days’ 
session.

Among the first things to impress a 
stranger are the horses. Descended from 
horses brought from Mexico, they have 
become much smaller,awhile they are 
also much more shapelyTln fact, I have 
never seen a better looking breed. There 
is nothing of the pony in their shape, 
though in siie they range between 48 and 
52 inches. At first it looked absurd to 
see them ridden by big men whose stir­ 
rups hung down to the horses’ knees, 
but I soon found out that they easily 
carried a rider weighing 200 pounds. 
The foreigners have a jockey club, 
which holds two meetings a year at the 
beautiful turf track at Santa Mesa. To 
avoid sharp practice members of the 
club only are eligible to ride. This 
necessitates a scale of weights starting 
at 182 pounds and rising to 154 pounds. 
It demonstrates the speed and strength 
of these miniature horses that a mile 
bas been run in 2:10 by a pony carry­ 
ing 150 pounds. 
Only stallions are 
used. Mares cannot even be brought 
into the city. Nobody walks; everybody 
rides, and on any special fiesta thou­ 
sands of carriages fill the streets. I 
doubt if there is a city in the world 
that can turn out half the number of 
private vehicles in proportion to the 
population.

There 
is nothing of the pony in their shape, 
though in site they range between 48 aud 
52 inches. At first it looked absurd to 
see them ridden by big men whose stir­ 
rups hung down to the horses’ knees, 
but I soon found out that they easily 
carried a rider weighing 200 pounds. 
The foreigners have a jockey club, 
which holds two meetings a year at the 
beautiful turf track at Santa Mesa. To 
avoid sharp practice members of the 
club only are eligible to ride. This 
necessitates a scale of weights starting 
at 182 pounds and rising to 164 pounds. 
It demonstrates the speed and strength 
of these miniature horses that a mile 
bas been run in 2:10 by a pony carry­ 
ing 150 pounds. 
Only stallions are 
used. Mares cannot even be brought 
into the city. Nobody walks; everybody 
rides, and on any special fiesta thou­ 
sands of carriages fill the streets.

The most im­ 
proved m ethods will be used, and noth­ 
in* left undone that will insure safety 
in the future. 
The plans already pre­ 
pared provide for the best of improve­ 
ments. 
The streets which must be repaired 
are Avondale, West Market, Grant, 
Spring, Jefferson and Lincoln avenue, 
and culverts on Pennsylvania avenue. 
Mulberry and Virginia streets, and a 
culvert over Tanyard mn. The damage

literated. Every heavy rain only causes 
more damage, and this condition will 
prevail until the last is reached.

A Marvelous Time Measure*, 
As illustrating the triumphs of mod­ 
ern science in the construction of in­ 
struments of precision The Scientific 
American instances a chronograph for 
recording infinitesimal 
intervals of 
time, such as a millionth of a second or 
less, which is stated to have been used 
to record autographically the compres­ 
sion by a blow of a cylindrical piece of 
copper. In one case a 83 pound weight 
fell 15 inches and produced a perma­ 
nent compression of .1658 inch in a 
copper cylinder, the time consumed in

The machine 
produces by means of photography a 
curve showing the precise progress of 
this compression. 
The chronograph 
which reaches such remarkable results 
consists of a rotating cylinder, with a 
surface velocity of IOO feet a second, on 
which is photographed a pencil of light, 
which is passed through a hole in the 
end of a rapidly vibrating tuning fork. 
The delicacy of this instrument is far 
greater than that of the ordinary tuning 
fork chronograph recording on a sur­ 
face blackened by smoke.

W a s h in g to n , Aug. 19.—One of the 
points on which the officials are w ith­ 
out definite information is as to the ex­ 
tent of our present authority in the 
Philippines. 
Under the peace protocol 
the United States was given the occu­ 
pation of Manila, w ith the bay and 
harbor, until a permanent disposition 
of the Philippine*question was reached. 
But according 
to 
press dispatches, 
which are so circumstantial as to be 
credited in most official circles, General 
Merritt and Admiral Dewey received 
the capitulation of the entire Philip­ 
pines archipelago. 
There appears to be 
*ouie doubt therefore even among offi­ 
cials us to whether our present author­ 
ity or jurisdiction covers Manila only, 
as provided by the peace protocol, or 
covers all the Philippines, as provided 
by the reported terms of capitulation to 
Merritt and Dewey. 
There is a dispo- 
bitioii to await fuller official informa­ 
tion before laying down a policy as to 
the extent of our jurisdiction in the 
islands. Secretary Alger said that he 
bad heard nothing official of the sur­ 
re a l r of the entire Philippine group. 
At the same time the secretary did not 
discredit the accuracy of the press ad­ 
vice s stating that the capitulation had 
this farreaching eifect. 
Pending more definite information, 
the attitude^of officials is to assume 
that our authority covers Manila city, 
Alumin bay ana harbor and also such 
other territory as may be occupied by 
the military and naval forces. 
The lat­ 
ter phrase is elastic enough to cover any 
or ail of the Philippine islands that may 
have been brought under our authority 
by the recent surrender. 
Tile instruc­ 
tions sent to General Merritt have in 
view the expansion of our possessions 
beyond the terms mentioned in the pro­ 
tocol, as they distinctly state that this 
government is in possession of Manila 
aud that its authority to preserve peace 
and order will be exerted “within the 
territory occupied by their military aud 
ua\ a1 forces. ’ 
The cabinet meeting to­ 
day is expected to deal with the many 
detailed questions concerning the Phil­ 
ippine*, Cuba and Porto Hico, which 
have arisen since the peace protocol was 
signed. 
The war department made public yes­ 
terday the instructions sent to General 
Merritt, as follows:

“The president directs that there 
must be no joint occupation with the in­ 
surgents.

An A rm istice Moat B a In W riting and 
Duly R atified by the C ontending Nation*' 
H ighe*t A uthorities—Once Signed, It I* 
B inding and Motive* Have No W fight. 


An armistice ie a cessation of hostili­ 
ties for a certain prescribed period to 
be agreed upon by the belligerents. An 
armistice must be set down in writing 
arid properly and duly ratified by the 
highest authorities of the nations at 
war. 
In case of an armistice between 
the United States and Spain the signers 
of the agreement would be President 
McKinley and the little boy in Madrid, 
or perhaps his mother, the unhappy 
regent. 
There are, however, different 
kinds of armistice. If one be declared 
without conditions, it is binding no 
further than to require and demand a 
complete cessation of all hostile action 
along the buttle front of both belliger­ 
ents. 
If there be conditions, it is de­ 
clared in the unw ritten statutes of in­ 
ternational law that these conditions 
must be clearly and definitely expressed 
in the agreement, and it must be under­ 
stood in advance that both parties to 
the armistice fully comprehend all the 
terms attached to the agreement. These 
conditions, no m atter what they may 
involve, must be religiously and scrupu­ 
lously adhered to on both sides, and the 
slightest violation means that civilized 
nations will no longer recognize the 
offender as one of them. 
An armistice may be declared null 
and void by either party to its terms at 
any time a violation of its conditions 
has become palpable. 
The instant it is 
declared aud proved that an act forbid­ 
den in the agreement has been commit­ 
ted the offending nation is at the mercy 
of its foe, and in all cases where such a 
violation has been noted it also has been 
noted that the criminal was taken at a 
disadvantage and crushed 
before it 
could strike an effective blow to back 
up its treachery. An armistice may also 
be general and valid for all points and 
lines of the belligerent nations, or an 
armistice may be declared special, or 
referring to certain localities and cer­ 
tain portions of the contending armies. 
An armistice may be entered into for a 
definite or stated time, or it may bo ar 
ranged for an indefinite period. In the 
last case either side is at liberty to re­ 
sume hostilities after having given no­ 
tice to its foe, the form and manner and 
scope of snch notice having of course 
been noted in the signed agreement en­ 
tered into before war ceased. 
The character of an armistice is in no 
way affected by the motives which 
bring about the cessation of hostilities. 
No matter whether the truce is effected 
as a preliminary to permanent peace or 
as a breathing spell, during which quiet 
preparations be made for a revival of 
war on a more thorough and telling 
basis, the armistice bas the same force 
and is to be as religiously recognized. 
An armistice is binding, once signed, 
and motives are of no consequence. The 
truce is effective upon the belligerents 
from the hour of the agreed beginning 
of it. Officers in the field are bound by 
its terms from the time they receive offi­ 
cial information of its existence. 
The contracting powers to an arm is­ 
tice must declare in the draft of their 
truce what communication shall be beld 
between the armies and also what in­ 
tercourse of traffic or business shall be 
permitted between persons who inhabit 
or occupy the land on which the sol­ 
diers of both sides are encamped. If no 
intercourse whatever is to be allowed, 
this fact must be noted in the armistice 
agreement and strictly lived up to. 
If 
nothing of this nature is mentioned in 
the paper, the intercourse between the 
armies will remain suspended as during 
actual hostilities. 
When an armistice, 
however, has been concluded between 
any fortified place and the enemy en­ 
gaged in besieging it, it is agreed by all 
the authorities on international law 
that the besieging army must at once 
put a stop to all extension, perfection 
or advance of his attacking works, just 
as much as he must cease making sorties 
or other attacks by main force. 
Un the 
other baud, m artial jurists are not 
agreed on the point as to whether the 
besieged 
have the right to 
repair 
breaches or to erect new works of de­ 
fense within the beleaguered place. 
It 
is the custom in this instance for aq ex­ 
press agreement to be entered into when 
the armistice is signed. 
As soon as a capitulation is signed the 
commander who surrenders has no right 
to demolish, destroy or in any way in­ 
jure the fortifications, buildings, arms, 
ammunition or stores in his possession 
during the time which elapses between 
the signing of the surrender and its ex­ 
ecution unless it is specifically uoted in 
the terms that he is at liberty to do us 
be pleases with what is in his posses­ 
sion. This point is made as a connection 
between the action of a besieged officer 
aud an armistice, aud some men who 
know all about warfare hold that if it 
is unlawful to destroy after a surrender 
it is therefore equally as criminal to re­ 
pair broken forts during an armistice. 
When an armistice is broken by either 
party to its terms, the other side is re­ 
leased on the spot from all obligations 
to observe it. 
Plenipotentiaries may 
meet to discuss a peace treaty without 
a preliminary armistice*. 
When this is 
the case, the war is carried on without 
tho least sign of cessation. 
The usual 


rule, however, is tor tne belligerents to 
conclude a truce while the m essengers 
of th e Tillers are in session, en d eavoring 
to reach an agreem en t w h ic h sh a ll end

They did not bother me m uch 
and I didn’t w ant to go, but the sur­ 
geons insisted and I w ent.

I was bandied up and conveyed to the 
Red Cross hospital at Siboney, and I 
think it 
m ust have been 
in 
m ak­ 
ing 
this 
change 
th at 
the 
offi­ 
cers lost track 
of me as the 
sick 
were just bundled up and moved w ith­ 
out keeping a record. 
A fter I had been 
in the hospital a short tim e the physi­ 
cians declared th at I had symptons of 
yellow fever and I was sent to the vel- 
low fever hospital back in the m oun­ 
tains. 
I don’t know th at I had yellow 
fever, but I had som ething, and I have 
no desire to go back and try it over 
again. 
A fter I had rem ained in the 
yellow fever hospital sometime I was de­ 
clared 
cured 
and m y 
clothes were 
burned and I was equipped w ith 
fatigue 
uniform 
and 
sent back to 
Sibonev,' where the sergeant of the Red 
Cross hospital took m y nam e and com­ 
pany and regim ent to which I belonged. 
On July 
25 I was 
placed 
on 
the 
transport Santiago and taken to Egm ark 
Keys where I rem ained in quarantine 
for IO days and waR given a new uni­ 
form and placed on board the transport 
Cigerenca and sent to Fort Rogers, 
Staten Island where I arrived W ednes­ 
day evening. 
I was given a 30 days’ 
furlough and came home at once. 
“I do not like Cuba at all and from 
what I have seen of it I hate the coun­ 
try. 
I like soldier life in the U nited 
States, but have no desire for it in Cuba. 
“Our company was in the Third bat­ 
talion and the regim ent was scattered; 
all over the hills. 
W e were located 
about four miles from the m ain arm y 
corps. 
When I left every m em ber of 
the company was enjoying good health 
and there was very little sickness in the 
regiment. Our com pany has the repn 
tation of having the best set of officers 
in the regiment and there is nothing 
that Captain Hill and Lieutenants A n­ 
derson and Hall left undone to add to the 
comfort of the boys. I was sorry to hear 
I caused them so m uch w orry, and was 
surprised to learn w hen I arrived here 
that I had been reported as missing. 
When I boarded the Gigerenca 
found Private Ezra Simms on board and 
had a talk w ith him . 
He can see 
slightly with his injured eye, and the 
Physicians give him some hope th at he 
*H1 not lose the sight of either eye. * 
Private Robinson was pleased to hear 
that the Eighth regim ent was bound for 
Thc I nited States, and expressed great 
satisfaction that he would not be called 
to Caba to rejoin his regim ent.

T h e H orses o f M anila. 
Among the first things to impress a 
stranger are the horses. Descended from 
horses brought from Mexico, they have 
become much sm aller,^h ile they are 
also much more shapelyTln fact, I have 
never seen a better looking breed. There 
is nothing of the pony in their shape, 
though in size they range between 48 and 
52 inches. 
At first it looked absurd to 
see them ridden by big men whose stir­ 
rups bung down to the horses’ knees, 
but I soon fonnd out that they easily 
carried a rider weighing 200 pounds. 
The foreigners have a jockey club, 
which holds two meetings a year at the 
beautiful turf track at Santa Mesa. 
To 
avoid sharp practice members of the 
club only are eligible to ride. 
This 
necessitates a scale of weights starting 
at 132 pounds and rising to 154 pounds. 
It demonstrates the speed and strength 
of these m iniature horses that a mile 
bas been run in 2:10 by a pony carry­ 
ing 150 pounds. 
Only stallions are 
used. 
Mares cannot even be brought 
into the city. Nobody walks; everybody 
rides, and on any special fiesta thou­ 
sands of carriages fill the streets. I 
doubt if there is a city in the world 
that can turn out half the number of 
private vehicles in proportion to the 
population. 


F a ith fu l U nto D eath. 
On the point of courage we have not 
yet seen in print a very notable instance 
that is current in service circles. It re­ 
lates to one of the numerous heroic but 
useless struggles on the northwest fron­ 
tier of India when our men wero sent 
forward to carry positions that had to 
he relinquished as soon as occupied. 
When the men were retiring, harassed 
by the fire of the hillsinen and bewil­ 
dered by the growing darkness, a party 
of 13 went astray aud found themselves 
iii a position where resistance and re­ 
treat were alike hopeless. They were 
exposed without protection and were 
shot down one by one. 
When their comrades retook the val­ 
ley and discovered the bodies, they dis­ 
covered also the evidences of a rare act 
of courage, devotion and cool judgment. 
Knowing that their end had come, aud, 
knowing further that every Lee-Metford 
rifle that fell into the hands of the Af- 
ridis meant the loss of many English 
lives, the men had extracted the breech 
locks from the rifles and hurled thorn 
dowu the ravine, so that the rifles when 
taken should be useless to their captors. 
—London Saturday Review.

A Marvuiouii Time Measure*. 
As illustrating the trium phs of mod­ 
ern science in the construction of in­ 
strum ents of precision The Scientific 
American instances a chronograph for 
recording 
infinitesimal 
intervals 
of 
time, such as a m illionth of a second or 
less, which is stated to have been used 
to record autographically the compres­ 
sion by a blow of a cylindrical piece of 
copper. 
In one case a BB pound weight 
fell 15 inches and produced a perma­ 
nent compression of .1658 inch in a 
copper cylinder, the time consumed in 
producing 
this 
compression 
being 
.0030817 of a second. 
The machine 
produces by means of photography a 
curve showing the precise progress of 
this compression. 
The 
chronograph 
which reaches such remarkable results 
consists of a rotating cylinder, with a 
surface velocity of IOO feet a second, on 
which is photographed a pencil of light, 
which is passed through a hole in the 
end of a rapidly vibrating tuning fork. 
The delicacy of this instrument is far 
greater than that of the ordinary tuning 
fork chronograph recording on a 
face blackened by smoke.

The St. Paul is 
really a fine vessel, but the officers 
monopolized half the room so that each 
state room had, mine for instance, IO 
occupants instead of four. AU mattresses 
had been removed leaving just the bare 
bunks. Then my knapsack and blanket 
were lost in loading, and until we un­ 
load I shall have to do without. Every­ 
one sleeps on deck. As soon as we 
struck the ocean swell I got sea sick and 
only recovered when we pulled into the 
bay this afternoon. The rations too 
were to me simply unbearable. From 
Friday noon until Sunday at the same 
time I ate only two hardtack with a 
little potted ham Stalter gave me. Since 
then I have been living quite well on 
what I could buy and beg from the 
sailors' cook. 
During the time I was so sick I could 
scarcely raise my head Statler waited 
on me hand and foot, brought me 
lemons and shared his blanket with me. 
He has proved a time friend, and will 
watch over me I am sure through the 
rest of the campaign. 
We had good 
weather during the voyage, and met 
with no accident. As soon as I get a 
little more to eat I Jcuow I will be all 
right. I am a little weak in the knees 
yet, but am over my sickness. 
Our introduction to Porto Rico was 
rather interesting.
